Peace reigns in Japan. So said the Mikado tome

three months ago, and no declared the foreign
ministers on the 9th of February. On that day were

formally revoked the neutrality proclamation issued
toy the respective minuter* on the 18th of February,
1808. But peace can scarcely be said to exist. The
United States Minister states in his notification of
February 9, A. C.:.

Yet the Minuter knows and everybody else in Japanknows that Enuomoito, with auouv ft,two of the

Kerals of Tokugawas, holds possession of the Island
of Yesso, Including the port of Hakodadl, against
the will of the Mikado; that the Mikudo's governmentis making extensive preparations to dispossess
Ennoinutto, and that he and his followers are makingevery preparation to resist. It Is well known
that Ennomotto has declared the island of Yesso a

republic, and has officially announced its independenceto the various consuls, who recognize no other
authority but Eunoinotto. Why, then, this cry of
"Peace, peace," when there is no peacef I stated
in my last letter that Sir llarry Parkes, the English
Minister, who, although by no means a Talleyrandin diplomatic craft, was still so far
superior to his confreres as to be able
to influence the whole of them, had forestalled the
combined action of the different ministers by issuinga proclamation forbidding English subjects
from giving aid to the "rebels" at Yesso. Had Sir
Marry had Ills way the neutrality proclamations
would have been recalled monthB ago; but be has
at last succeeded in gaining his point, and the coun-

tfton ot Yesso by the disaffected the only circumstancethat gives the lie to these peace proclamations.Within the last few days we have rumors

(and although only rumors, there are too many
rfeasons for their probability to entirely Ignore them)
that, if true, will probably plunge the whole country
again into war. These reports are to the effect that
Batsuma on one side, and t'hosin ana Hosokawa on
the other, have quarrelled, and that hostilities have
actually commenced.
A steamer which arrived here on the 27th from

ilioeo brought the intelligence that a fight had taken
place at Kioto; that some portions of the city had
been fired, the flames reaching to the Mikado's palsoe,
who bad to leave for Osaca. That such a quarrel is
not only possible but highly probable may be
assumed from the fact that it is wen known that disagreementshave occurred between tne great princes
who took part on tne Mikado's side during the late
war, on account ol the division of the spoils and toe
arrogant assumption of the batsuma. Perhaps beforetins mail cioses we shall receive intelligence
corroborating this report. In my opinion peace is a
long way troin being a permanent dweller in
Japan. Until some wise, powerful man assumes
the reins, who can crush the power ol the
differeut daimius and form a consolidated government,permanent peace Is lar distant. 1
beneve Stotsbashi appreciated this truth, and
even attempted to bring about that result. But he
failed because he tried too much. Ue was not conciliatoryenntnrh. Had he made friend* with all llie
daiinlng save one. used every means to crush that
one, ami, having succeeded in luat.turned Ins attentionto anoiher daimio he would have commenced a
work that might have resulted in the desired effect.
But he started with too many enemies at one time,
and instead ol conciliating some in order to husband
Jus strength tor the rest their combined power
crushed him. The sigmncant fact that fcunotnotio
has declared Ycsso a republic shows that some of
the dauulos also entertain no very high rcgurd for
the reudal power. But Bnnomotio is not the man,
I am afraid, to carry out any very great reform, lie
aeeuis to lack that very requisite qualification so necessaryto ail leaders and reiormers.tbe knowledge
wseu to strike. Nevertheless, if another general
war does occur, it will so weaken the dlffercut
daimius that it win at least facilitate any movement
that may have lor its desired effect the disarming of
the dannlus.
The immediate result of the withdrawal of the

neutrality proclamations was presumably the handingover 01 ine btoncwaP. This, however, has not
yet been effected, as that vessel still tiles the Americanflag. The American Minister uotitled the Japaneseauthorities that he was ready to band ner over
en their paying down the necessary amount of
stamps, winch will amount now to aoout $2uu,ooo.
The Japanese have expressed their readiness to receiveher, but so far tne transfer has not been
affected, owing probably to the advent of the Japanseenew year, tue celebration of which lasts fourteen
davs. Besides, the Japanese never do anything In a
harry.

in my letter dated September 27 it was my melancholyduty to inform you of a serious accident that
had occurred to the Pacific Mall steamship Hermannwhile on a cruise in the northern part of
Japan. In this letter, an a chronicler of events, I
must speak of her for the last time, lor 1 have to reSorther totul wreck. The Hermann was chartered
y the Japanese to take some troops from Jeddo to

Arramort Bay, u place in the vicinity of Hakodadi
and used by the government us a rendezvous for
troops for the intended operations against Vesao.
When she lert Yokohama for Jeddo on the lath nit.
ahe was in charge of Captain Harvey. For reasons
beat known to the general agent of the company
here Captain Harvey was removed at Jeddo, and
when the vessel reached Yokohama Mr. Newell,
formerly chief officer of the New York, was
placed In command. He left Yokohama at
noon on the lath - ult., with from 860 to
400 Japanese passengers on board, and a crew of
eighty, officers and men. all told. About hair-past
Ave o'clock 1'. M. they had reached about six miles
east from Cape King. (Cape King is* twenty-three
miles lrom Yokohama.) The wind was north northeastand the vessel was kept aloug, as the captain
thought, about live miles irora shore, at the rate of
even knots an hour, steering from northeast to east

north-hall-nortu. The night was exceedingly
dark and scarcely anything could tie seen. At about
nine o'clock P. M. the captain, who was on deck,
aft, examining the compass, was informed that
there were breakers ahead and on the port bow.
He immediately gave the order to port helm, but
almost before the vessel had time to answer, she
truck. The flrst blow must have knocked iter bottomalmost clean out, for immediately thereafter

and found four inches of water on the
floor, and the flreroom flour in four feet above the
kee:*ou. The vessel begun to break up almost Immediately.Three 01 the alilp'e boats were washed
way from the duvtts, mio which some or the

frightened passengers jumped. Home never reached
the boats, and those that did were capsized. The
other three boats were then lowered and immediatelytilled with crew and passengers. Two of
these swamped ma few seconds after leaving the
hip; the other one, steered by the second mate,
reached land in safety. From the chief engineer,Michael ijuiu, late ot the ruled .States navy, who
was iu this last mentioned boat, I learned that after
puduig through two lines of breakers they reached

stuaH cove, wlncti however, became rapblly
choked up with the pieces of the breaking ship.
The captain remained on the wreck all night, to«
ether with ubout loo passengers and the first mate,
he latter and several pus. cngcra were swept away

by the sea, and the captain, who remained on the
wheeinouse. the only part of the ship above water,
was almost frozen to deatli. The following morning
at daylight, the weather having moderated, the boat
that nad the previous night got ashore being'lie
only surviving one, put off with some Japanese Ashingooala n» the wreck, whlcli was only about threequartersof a tulle lroui laud. At this time nothing
was visible above the water but the wheellioueea
nd the mainmast, the foremast having gone entirelywith the forward pun or the ship. Many of

the unfortunate men were found floating about,
clinging to portions of I lie wreck which had
become detached; others were holding fast
to the rigging of the mainmast. These were all
taken ashore, aim on Ttiusiermij it wax round that ttie
itrat officer.

was penned. We have now but one steamer runningbetween this port and San Francisco, and it is
rumored that the remaining steamer may be withdrawn.I doubt much if a line plying directly betweenthis port and San Francisco can be made to
pay, and for that reason it is extremely problematicalif we shall have regular steam communication,except the Japan and China
steamers or the proposed Australian steamers
determine to make this a way port. The Japan
and China steamers having obtained aid from Con-

»-» ivmuis uic UUIJ UUblOCiU IU I lie way HI IUU&lugBrooks Island a depot, we cannot look for any
help from that quarter, and as the Australian line Is
merely talked of we have nothing tangible to hang a
hope on In that quarter. So, take it all in all, our
chances for regular steam communication are growingbeautifully less as time rolls oil.
Business lias dwindled down to next to nothing.

Blnce my last no sale of any importance has taken
place. Retailers are complaining at the complete
stagnation in business. Jobbers and wholesale dealerafeel it in turn, an l grumbling Is the order of the
day. should cither of the importing houses attemptto force the collection ot notes in their hands the resultwould be ruinous, and lor that reason they
seem to have come to an understanding to ease up
on collections.
The only parties who seem to be doing a paying

business arc the King, his Ministers and the two or
three houses who are tavored with their patronage.
Ills Majesty is doing a thriving business; nothing is
too large nor too small for him to go into.the purchaseof hundreds of acre* of land, or the contract
in suppiy u iiospuiii wiui iiic stauie article or loou,
pot, or ruuuing a illty tou coaster'; 111 fact, anything
thai will pay. Having unusual facilities lor curryingon his various ventures tltey cannot but pay.From his Cabinet to the convict 111 the chum gung,
all are made useful. All classes of oillcntis are subservientto hiB will. Like his Imperial brother of
France, or royal sister of England, he has a chamberlainattached to his court, but, unlike them, he une.-i
his chamberlain as a factor or agent in all his 111 tie
business transactions. This disposition to trade has
been overlooked by traders and merchants unlil the
busiuess seems to be all moving towards bis net,
when complaints loud and deep are uttered. The
only gleam of comfort that can be drawn from his
present grasping, hoarding policy is that he niav
possibly be preparing for overtures for annexation to
the United States.
Another item which tends largely to depress the

minds of residents of this little kingdom Is that not
only are they likely to lose the Reciprocity Treaty,
but the addition ot another half cent a pound duty on
sugars is talked of In the United States. Every
month of hard times makes additions to the already
formidable annexation party existing here. The
chief obstacle in the way of annexationists heretoforehas been the argument which has been brought
to bear upon the masses of his Majesty's subjects, to
wit:.That their condition would be worse tliau that
of the Indian; that their lands would be taken from
them and a war of extermination waged with them.
This argument is fast losing force, ills Majesty is
doing much to weaken the argument, if he desires
a piece of land owned by a native he brings all his
forces to bear on the owner, and, however tenacious
he may be, his hold Is gradually relaxed and he surrendersthe land for a merely nominal sum, until
now to the native It is merely a question of who shall
skin him.
The White Pine excitement has reached these

Were it not mat tne departure of Hawaliaus la

The west coast
of tlie United states oilers every Inducement for
parties to leave these Islands, wmie uo one can hope
to beneht his condition by immigrating to these
islands.
A rumor prevails that the Reformed Catholic

church in this city has had some diitleulty with the
Dean placed here by Dishop Staley. A petition, It is
said, uas been signed by most of the church and
forwarded to England, requesting thai a rector aud
clerk ol the Low Church he sent here, and promising
that he will be well supported, without aid from the
society.

The deferred pigeon match of 100 bird* each, for

tl.000, between Ira Paine, of New York, aud Junci
». Ward, of Toronto, Canada waa decided yesterday
on the Secaucua Kace Conine grounds, N. J. The
reputation of the men for ex pert nose in shooting,
and the known tact that Mr. Ward liaa hut one hand,
being born without thle uaclul appendage to hi*
left arm, attracted a large throng to tho
acene of contest. Punctually at one o'clock
the trap* and basket* were brought on the ground
and everything arranged for the shooting. Mile*
Johnson was selected as Judge and K. W. Tinker as

trspper for Palue, while Win. Tarloft of JerseyCity, acted in both capacities for Ward. It was
particularly noticed ami repeatedly commented upon
that while Paine husbanded all hi* strength during
the contest- that t* In allowing his trapper to load
his gun and carry It to the scratch.Ward did this
enure work Himself; tint perhaps the inference* by
niauy that hi was doing wrong mar have been Inappropriate,as tni* has been Bis method of action
In all hi* matches, and he knows hi* physical abiii*
ties better than ids critics, as In truth they are of the
most snnerb durante v.

It had beep arranged-and this was a mailer of

news to the majority of the gentlemen present until
many birds hail been killed.ihat one-half of the
number should be shot from a "ground trap," and
the other half from a "plunge trap." the latter
piece of mechanism throwing a pigeon through
the air to such a height that for a second or
or two he would be crazed, and In that interval any
decent marksman could bring him to the ground
dead, fame seemed to anoot quicker tnun ma oppuneut,and id every particular waa more fortunate
than he, as Ills birds were "better," or ratlier they
were less lively and could be more easily hilled
than those that fell to Ward's lot; therefore the
letter's defeat, probably, which was quite a severe
oue. They shot agalust the wlud, which blew duringthe enure alternoon quite stirlly, this circumstance,of course, greatly aiding them tu their
piling up the aggregate of " dead" shots, fame

missed but two In that number, he shooting it out to
decide certain large bets that were pending on the
number that would be shot during the match by
either party.

PRINCETON ALUMNI.

Annual lMuner of the New York Association
of Princeton College.

Last evening the New York Alumni Association of
Princeton College gave their first annual banquet at
Delmonico's. About a year since the graduates of
the time-honored college held a meeting and successfullyorganized an association which has since
most satisfactorily progressed. At that meeting, or

rather at a very agreeable reunion, it was arranged
that the graduates should assemble semi-annually.
in June and December.the spring meeting to be accompaniedwith a grand banquet. The most
sanguine hopes of the collegiates were liappily
last evening happily realized. The attendance,
which was exceedingly large, included several distinguishedclergymen and a number of the old
graduates of the college. The evening was spent
harmoniously, and the pleasure Incident to the occasionwas considerably enhanced by the music of
an excellent band. Mr. W. C. Alexander presided.
Grace having been said by the ltev. Dr. Rogers and
thanks subsequently returned by the ltev. Dr. linbree,
The chairman proposed "The President of the

United States," which was enthusiastically respondedto. In delivering his address to the graduatesand friends of the college, he observedthat they had all assembled round
a family table, as it were, as members of
the same academic house. He was present In his
position us president of this association, not on uccountof any ability he possessed, but simply becauseof the mistaken partiality of his friends.
(Applause.) Yet he would not shrink from any
duty which might devolve upon him connected with
his offlce. The speaker then proceeded at some
length to dwell upon the circumstances surrounding
the foundation of Princeton College. The past
twenty years of her existence were years of patient
fortitude and forbearance, and the eminent position
which the institution now enjoyed fully demonstratedtne complete and satisfactory triumph of the
hoilv of men tvlin hnrl HStiilillxhiil it. Mpi'inlnirlv
tue moat insurmountable obstacles were overcome,
and tUe labor oi years was at length rewarded with
the most gratifying results. The years which succeededthe foundation of the college were years of
no ordinary interest. But few literary Institutions
had been established in America. Tne public feelingthroughout the colonies was excited und rosterlng,and the spirit of revolution was even
then at work. But under the most adverse circumslaiicesjtliecollege progressed with gigantic strides.
At the close of the tlrst twenty years of her existence
she gave evidence of her usefulness. No less than
four hundred students were sent forth to adorn society.Jouathau Dickinson was its tlrst president,
and sncceedlug him were others who likewise contributedlargely to the progress of the institution.
Names more brilliant than presidents of that college
did not adorn the page ot the world's
history. The chairman here alluded to the
various high positions which several of those
connected with the college during the flrst
twenty years of her existence had obtained. In
fact the college teeined with the thunderbolts of
war, having furnished men who under Bummer suns
and winter snows clung fast to the ensigns of the
people's sovereignty and uever relaxed till independencewas secured. (Applause.) He alluded lu
most feeling terms to old college associations, and
urged upon the graduates the necessity of occasionallyvisiting the scene of their boyhood, lie remarkedalso that It was the Incumbent duty of
graduates to add all In their power to
assist the college, in order that knowledge
might be diffused throughout the land. The speaker
traced the various important features and Incidents
which characterized, alluding to many eminent
men who from time to time had adorned Its presidentialchair, and concluded his address ainid loud
tokens of approbation.The Rev. I)r. McCosh, President of the College,
In returning thanks, said that Princeton College was
to those now assembled their Alma Mater; she was
his alma amjux. (Daughter.) They were Joined
together till one or oilier was separated by death,
umi ah it wh4 pprtnin that. h)ia wntilil Inner mitlivp
him that must lie (111 he waa called away from
this world. His friends in the old country
when he connected himself with tee college Imagined
that he was going to a position of dignity and ease.
ah to dignity, he heUeved that no oillce would dignifya man who did not dignity it, and as he had not
had time, as yet, either to succeed or fall In that, he
believed the least he spoke of the dignity of his positionthe better. Hut as to ease, lie was obliged to
say that as yet he had none of 11, and he saw no
prospect or obtain any till the relation was dissolved
by the event which severed all earthly ties.
Hut why asked his frteuds, should he not make
It a place of ease and of comfort t one
cause or that might perhaps be found in his Own
anxious temper, which when there was a work to
be done was ever prompting liltn to do It. Hut there
were oiher circumstances which forced hlin to be
active, whether he would or no. The party to blame
for it primarily and above ail were the Hoard of
Trustees, iLaughter.) They had come to a settled
determination to make Princeton College Inferior
to no other college in the United states or In the
world, and they bail intimated to him very plainly
and decidedly that he must assist them in makingit so. He wss thus so situated that
even If he were Inclined to fall asleep those very
people would not allow him. (Laughter.) The reverendgentleman gave a picturesque and historic
sketch of the college, which, he observed, was rauirilvInrrrAHlncr In Imnortnnrp. Ha mIIikIaiI tn thn
various new buildings at present being willed to ttie
college, and to the earnestness of lt< patrons, substantiallymanifested, to enlarge Its dimenslona
in every respect. Besides, he found Its tacultv
anxious to promote the interests of the college,the very thought of which Instigated
him in his desire to further Its progre**, so that
whether they had dignity or not they had certainly
no cwwwa cwmtOjrwiM'f. Laughter und applause.)
Among other Important matters he observed that
the absence ot a professor of modern continental
languages and literature was a link wanting to completethe chain, the hindrance to the execution of
the scheme which he had so anxiously devised. He
would entertain the hope that there would he generousfriends who within the next two months would
deliver them from that restraint and put them in
the position desired to be attained. In order to
have that end accompilstied'lt was necessary that
there should be some endowments In tlio
-:n" ui iciiuwsiiipa to encourage * nigiier orantu
of learning in the more Important departments,t nder ail the circumstances he would never be satisfiedtill Princeton, no far tut the faculty of arte was
ooncernerl, watt equal in the number or students,the efficiency ami the hlifh eru<1ttlon produced by
any other college tu America. (Applause.) He
wished it to lie understood that he liad uo dcaire to
injure or depreciate any other university. He would
Ite the moHt ungrntclul of men If he allowed anysuch feeling to dwell In hie bosom for an instant;for the governing bodies of the most dtsttnnMMunlversitlea had offered to him the
highest academic honors. The reverend gentlemanadverted to his experiences when professorof logic and metaphysics tu the Queen's College,Belfast, showing that, in certain respects, studentsshould tic allowed Hieir selection in regard to etittjie
lug particular classes, and demonstrating the »
ressfni result of each a proceeding. He ©onclwredby observing tbat, wttli the ancient reputation of
ttie college tn their favor, with their many fiends to
aid ihetu. and, particularly, with The lieip of this
alumni association of New York, of snothcr tn Philadelphiaand one soon to »>e org.ini/.ed in Baltimore,
he was confident they would take their place, he
would not say above. but alongside of trie most
famous colleges in the New World or in tho Old.
(Applause.)

Mr. John sioeson next responded to the toast of
"The American Wiugn ami Choaophlhc Soelsuas,"
and during his address humorously and effectivelyailpded to the scenes of his college associations st
Princeton.
